dent. Ic in probable that the baby was 
playing in front of the open hearth when 
a spark may have ignited her night robe,

At the Coxo Brothers' mines at Drifton, 


Stockton aud Eckley, the men are paid in 
cash. They had been uneasy, however, 
for some time, ana this uneasiness re- 
sulted in abouc 300 men at Eckley joining 
the«trikers yesterday afternoon.

AWAITED THE DAM

Condition. 


UNCERTAINTY OF THE SITUATION. 


Orderliness Characterizes the 


Conduct of the Funerals, 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 14.—Hazlcton 


quivered last night' on the edge of a 
volcano. Uncertainty was the key-note 
of the situation, and the town slepplessly 
awaited the dawn ot a day fraught with 
unknown 
and 
fearful 
possibilities. 


Troops were sent to the mines of Coxe 
Eros, at Eoklcy, which nestles in a val- 
ley about 18 mllfes i'rom here. Telegrams 
tn brigade headquarters in the after- 
noon indicated an alarming' condition 
t ne re. 


The remoteness of the situation mado 


difficult the securing ot definite news 
,iroiri tlia scene. The first knowledge ot 
flisiiirba-nce at the Coxe collieries reached 
brigade headquarters yesterday inorn- 
h>.g, when General Gcbin received a 
ilispatch that 200 miners at Buck Moun- 
tain, three mites from Eofcley, had gone 
on strike and began to march on the 
Kckley mhlo. 'Request was made for a 
detachment of the military 10 avert 
possible conflict, but before the soldiers- 
could be .startedfOff <to the scene the au- 
thorities were reaMured by the receipt erf 
a second telegram to the.effect>-that the 
march had been stopped and no turther 
trouble was feared. 


In the afternoon a third dispatch 


changed the situation for the worse. It 
said the march had been resumed and 
carried to the Bckloy mitres, and that 
the men there had been forced to quit 
work after roiigh handting-byithe march- 
ing men. The city troop of Philadelphia, 
the crack cavalrymen, were Instantly 
ordered to proceed to Kckley. To reach 
the spot.they had to ride over 18 miles of 
mountain roads. The news has created 
consternation throughout the district, 
and all the collieries are preparing for 
trouble. 


General Gobin- has been deluged with 


requests for troops, Imt'declares that he 
will send none to any point unless an 
outbreak really occurs. This is a meas- 
ure of precaution to keep the boldiers 
mobilized. The mine superintendents 
are much worried. T&ey accept the les- 
son offered by the havoc wrought at 
Gomer Jones' home the other night, and 
two have ask<>d ihe brigade commander 
to place i, axis around their "houses, 
which will be done. 


There is a sensational story afloat con- 


cerning a conversation overheard on the 
nlrei ts of Haslutiin, but it should be ac- 
!il>tod v, ith a reservation. The story 
iiOss that a group of miners was standing1 
on a corner, when'one was heard to re- 
mark: "I've got the material, but I 
don't know how to mix the damn stuff. 
If I did I'd blow them up tonight." It 
is said that the guards were placed 
about the superintendents' houses as a 
lesult of this. 


Somebody stole a march on the gen- 


eral, and althnugli.be revoked the clause 
excluding musio, there were men In line 
wearing the uniform of the Italian army 
find carrying drawn sabres.

laid, while Fa,tVior Aust and a number of 
Polish prlpsth celebrated high mass. In 
the meantime a gang of miners in the 
cemetery were blasting rock to makQ 
ppace for a large circular grave, in which 
all the bodies were interred. There 
were brief services at the grave, and 
several of the clergymen made addresses 
urging tho miners to maintain order and 
remain quietly at their homes. 


General Gobin kept his word. During 


ell of the march and the ceremonies 
there was net a sign of a soldier. Bri- 
gade headquarters presented a martial 
l.ppearance, however, and in the stock- 
yards near the hotel were stationed a 
battery and a detachment of cavalry 
itady to move on call. The usual camp 
discipline was maintained, and no one 
was permitted to pass any of the lines 
vi ithout a pass from the commander. 
Mayor Altmiller had been consulted -In 
the meantime, and at General Gobin's 
order or suggestion, all the saloons Jn 
town were closed until 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. The mayor had been kept 
to his house for more than a week past 
by an attack of rheumatism, but 'the 
grave developments induced him to 
hobble to his office.

The corpses of the 
Poles were exposed to view, and the 
crowd was permitted to pass in single 
file through the front door of the shop 
nnd out at the rear. Decomposition had 
set In, and the bony, waxen features 
presented a sight that sent every be- 
holdfi* out of the place with a shudder 
of horror. 


Meanwhile Reparations were under 


way for starting- the big parade. Four 
banes were waiiing, with the mem- 
bers otf the St. Joseph's and Italian mu- 
tual aid societies, wearing their regalia. 
It was learned that the order prohibit- 
ing- the bands had not reached these 
parties from the priests to whom the 
general gave it, but before it became 
known by them the brigade commander 
revoked it and gave permission for the 
musical accompaniment.

clared by eyewitnesses that a policeman 
stationed near the floor became unduly 
officious. 
Instantly an ominous mur- 


muring followed, mingled with scowling 
looks and clenched fists. Woid was 
immediately catried indoors to Father 
Aust, who hurried out to the door and 
bundled the men who seemed quarrel- 
some into the church. 
A few words 


of counsel to the others prevented fur- 
ther demonstration. 


Trouble is in the air. 
The striking 


miners have made elaborate prepara- 
tions for a demonstration at the luneral 
of 10 of the victims. 
The military au- 


thorities ai'e determined that nothing' of 
the kind sha.ll be permitted, and that 
from this time on, there shall be no 
marching of any character whatsoever, 
whether during funeials or otherwise. 
This resolution is not generally known, 
and the miners are going on with their 
arrangements. 
General Gobm thinks 


there will be no further turbulence. 
He 


w ould not say when the troops are likely 
Lo be withdrawn, and he has re&olved 
to act with the utmost vigor. 
Further- 


more he made a revelation which put 
a startling aspect upon the situation. 
This was that the house of the engineer 
aC a colliery had been broken into late 
Saturday night by six masked men and 
the engineer, who is a cripple, unmerci- 
fully beaten. 
There is no clew to the 


Identity of the assailants. 
The only 


work the man has been doing lately is 
the pumping necessary to free the mine 
Erom water. 
The general had also re- 


ceived a formal report of the Auden- 
reid outrage of last Thursday night, 
when strikers broke into the house of 
Gomer Jones, superintendent of 
the 


Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal company. 
Jones, whose unpopularity with the min- 
ers was one of the first causes of the 
strike, was not there, but the men liter- 
ally wrecked the interior of the house 
and then attacked a mine power house 
near by, and stole therefrom a quantity 
of dynamite. 
As soon as he heard of 


tins General Gobm assigned a guard of 
the Thirteenth regiment to remain at 
Audenreld. 
The warrants that have been obtained 


for the arrest o£ the sheriff and his 
deputies ^ ill not be executed according 
to General Gobm. 
He says that no 


interference \A ith the work of the sheriff 
Kill be permitted as long as the militia 
is on the ground. In other words Hazle- 
ton is under martial law even if no proc- 
lamation has been issued to that effect. 


The events of yesterday were the death 


o£ another of the wounded, Jacob Tom- 
nshantos, the 18-year-old boy who was 
BLot through the head, the announce- 
ment by the hospital doctors that six 
more will die, several perhaps before to- 
night, and the funerals of four of the 
victims. These were Andrew Ytireck, 
Steve Urich, John Futa and Mike Ches- 
lok. Ten more will be buried today, 
and here the trouble is likely to occur. 
It has been arranged that the 10 coffins 
shall be can-led on the shoulders of the 
strikers ftom the undertaker's shop,'to 
the front of St. Joseph's 
church. In 


front of the church a platform is to be 
erected, upon which it is the purpose to 
plafe the 10 coffins so that they can be 
viewed by the crowd. Then addresses 
in Polish and English are to be made by 
pi lests and others, and the bodlf s ^ ill be 
Ciirned inside and high mass will be cele- 
brated. After the services the proces- 
sion will go to the Polish cemetery, •« here 
eight of the coffins, those containing 
Poles will be placed in one largo grave. 
It is the purpose to acquire by subscrip- 
tion sufficient funds to erect over tins a 
monument bearing the names of the vic- 
tims and a brief history of the event. 
Seventeen societies, all but one made up 
cf Poles, Hungarians a-nd others of the 
Slav race, and one of Irish, are to march 
In the funeral procession. If General 
Gobin executes the intention he 
an- 


nounced last night this whole program 
will be upset, and it is feared that the 
men will resent any Interference with 
the disposition of their dead. 


The addition to the strikers' ranks, If 


tiade, will be the men at Coxe's mlnfls, 
I nd should they go out the last big an- 
Ihracito company in the region will be 
Idle. It was not known until yesterday 
(hat the 2000 men employed at the No. 7 
colliery had held a meeting at Stockton, 
and sent a petition; to the operators de- 
manding an increase In wages of 10 per 
cent. The action in the event of refusal 
is "strike." It is accepted as a fact that 
if these men go out all the others em- 
ployed by the company will join them, 
making the total number something be- 
tween BOOO and 7000 from these mines 
alone. The Coxe men had already been 
cffered an increase, but rejected it on the 
ground that it was still lower than th« 
scale paid by the other operators in the 
region. These men have been working 
BteacUly up to this time and of late up to 
10 o'clock al night. 


The purpose the men had in view when 


their march received its tragic end was 
:onsummated. The 1500 workers in the 
Lattlmer mines, where they were bound 
In an effort to induce them to join the 
itrikers' ranks, have laid down 
their 


picks and sworn to do no more work un- 
til all the demands of the men at all the 
mines In the district have been conceded. 
Next in importance v\ as the issuance of 
warrants tor the arrest of Sheriff Mar- 
tin and the 102 deputies. These were Js- 
ened at the Instance of the united Hun- 
garian societies. Constables Airey and 
Gallagher made an effort to arrest A. F. 
Hess, who lid one company of the depu- 
ties, but he had sought shelter within 
the military lines kept by the Ninth regi- 
ment, and they refused to permit the

Dr. Thodorovitch, secretaiy at the 


Austrian consulate lit Philadelphia, par- 
ticipated in a meeting- last night for con- 
sidering methods of prosecutmgthe dep- 
uties.

Later 
a second message to the same effect ar- 
rhed. and then the men started over to 
Lattlmer. At Hazle colliery, so Hie affi- 
davits, continue. Sheriff

them and warned them not to go through 
Hazleton, but to gx> around the other 
way. They did so, but, arriving at the 
fatal bend in the road at Lattlmer, they 
again found themselves confronted by 
the sheriff, this time backed by the army 
of deputies. As soon as they reached 
the spot. It is declared, Sheriff Martin 
stepped oirt and roughly grabbed the 
foremost man by his coat collar. With 
his other hand he thrust a revolver into 
his face and used abusive language. The 
miner knocked the sheriff's revolver arm 
fiom in front of him and tried to wrench 
himself free of the official's grasp. Al- 
most instantly, the affidavit says, the 
order to nre was given. The deputies 
v ere lined up in a hollow square, the 
fourth side of which was formed by the 
body of strikers. This would possibly 
account for the fact that so many were 
shot in the back and side.

An adjourned meeting of the city coun- 


cil was held Monday night, President 
Bracewell in the chair. The council was 
called to order at the usual hour and the 
meeting was aa hot a one as ever was 
held. 
A communication from the mayor 


transmitted the resignation of Edinond 
Vadnais as a member of the board of 
registers. The communication was re- 
ceived and placed on file and tne resigna- 
tion was accepted. The mayor submitted 
the appointment of N. D. Giroux to suc- 
ceed Mr. Vadnais and the appointment 
was approved. 


The mayor transmitted the list of elec- 


tion officers and the appointments were 
approved. Another communication from 
the mayor recommended that Church 
street be, from Elmwood avenue to a 
point beyond the normal school, graded 
and paved and provided with the neces- 
sary curb stones, tho estimated cost being 
about 525,000, The same document rec- 
ommended that $25,000 be borrowed from 
the state treasurer for paving purposes, 
payable in five, -five-yearly installments 
at a rate of interest not exceeding 3J per 
cent. 
Another communication from the mayor 


related to the conference recently held 
concerning the macadamizing of the road 
leading to Adams in the plan of connect- 
ing this city and Adams with a macada- 
mized thoroughfare, and recommended 
that provision he made for surveying the 
road before an application was made to 
the state highway commission.

the board, resigned. Clerk Brooker then 
read a precept Issued by Qov. Wolcott, 
•calling an election November 2 to fill the 
vacancy in congress caused by the death 
of Ashley B. Wright. The precept was 
referred to the committee on elections. 


City Solicitor Thayer reported concern- 


the width of Main and Marshall streets, 
aud-the report was placed on file. 


Councilman Hamer asked that Commis- 


sioner Hunter and Engineer Emigh be 
requested to coine before the council and 
give information concerning the Hoosac 
Valley Street railroad's part in the Main 
street bridge and give other information 
tliat might be asked. Mr. Whitalier said 
Mr. Hamer was out of order and the pres- 
ident BO ruled, stating that Mr. Hamev 
was not only out of order with reference 
to the introduction of such business, but 
his request was not in order in itself for 
such a request could not be made. Mr. 
Hamer appealed to the council. 
Mr. 


Wliitaker shouted that business should go 
on. Mr. Wilkinson said he thought Mr. 
Hamer was out of order, but that there 
should be a time for Mr. Hamer to ask 
such a question. Mr. Hatner insisted in 
his talk about-what he saw and knew and 
when told he was out of order he again 
appealed to the council. He said lie un- 
derstood he was out of order. 


The president roolied, "When you un- 


derstood it, why didn't you sit down 1 


Mr. Hamer then lost his temper and 


shouted to the president, "I claim a right 
to talk on this. You have allowed others 
to talk on this and I can't see why I 
can't." 


Mr. Wilkinson declared that if Mr. 


Hamer appealed to the council he should 
vote to sustain the chair. The reading of 
the section of the charter providing for 
written information from the officers did 
not satisfy Mr. Hamer and he kept on 
talking. He stated he was not of the 
opinion of every member of the housa 
and it was his privilege to try and lead 
the others to bis way of thinking. He 
appealed again and again and was ruled 
out of order. His heated harangue was 
only stopped by Mr.Wilkinson getting in, 
edgewise through Mr. Hauler's loud 
sentences, a motion that the business 
proaeed in the regular order. Mr. Hamer 
even attempted to speak again, when the 
president put the motion and the house 
gladly voted business to proceed. 


A petition was received from the wheel- 


men signed by C. H. Hubbard, George F. 
Simpson, E. E. Byam and L. W. White, 
asking that the Sidepath league~ be 
permitted to construct a suitable bicycle 
path on the north side of River street 
from Eagle street to the termination of 
the so-called River street extension and 
on other streets as the commissioner of 
public works may deem advisable, the 
expense to be borne by the league. 


A matter of unfinished business, the 


passing of the ordinance ordering the 
placing ot certain telephone poles on the 
streets, was passed. 


Margaret Bradley of Center street asked 


permission to use her house, remodeled 
under misapprehension. 
The 
petition 


was referred to the building committee. 


(Jouneilman Mort reported for the com- 


mittee on streets giving the petitioners 
for the building of a bicycle path by the 
taxing of bicycles leave to withdraw as it 
is the committee's opinion the plan conld 
not be legally adopted. Mr. Mort re- 
ported that his committee had investi- 
gated the paving problem as requested 
and found granite blocks the best for 
streets on which there is heavy travel 
and vitrified brick the best on other 
streets, Mr. Mort further reported on 
the width of Marshall street and Main 
street. His report was much the same as 
the report of City Solicitor Thayer, but 
recommended that the city engineer sur- 
vey the streets and that steps be taken, it 
considered advisable, to buy property for 
the purpose of widening the streets. It 
was moved that the reports of the com- 
mittee be received and then Mr. Hamer 
gave a lecture on private encroaehmen 
on public property at the end of which he 
hoped the committee's report would 
adopted, 
Mr. Wilkinson recommended 


the simple receiving of the report a 
separate action on the recommendations 
ot the -report, if action were necessary 
The report was received. 


The-committee on streets reported un- 


favorably on the acceptance of Church, 
Yale, Dover, King, First, Second and 
other streets,aud the petitlonerswcre given 
leave to withdraw. The report was ac- 
cepted. The committee reported that 
the petitions favoring the grading of 
Summer street and the paving of Bank 
street and a portion of-Morris street bo laid 
on the table in view of the fact that con- 
siderable money had been spent on these 
itreeta recently. Mr. Burner moved the 
report be accepted, which meant that the 
committee's recommendation be adopted. 
Mr. Sykes was in favor of the tabling, but 
Mr. Barnard, who considered Bank street 
a mud hole from Main street to Summer 
street, was of a different opinion, Mr. 
Hamer had something to say against pav- 
ing the street, Mr. Wills supported Mr. 
Hamer as usual, 
Mr. Barnard again 


argued for the street. Mr. Cutting favored 
the report, which was accepted. The re- 
port favoring the acceptance of Marion 
street was received and placed on file. 


Mr. Hamer moved an order that rule 1 


be amended to provide for no council 
meeting on a legal holiday, the meeting 
to be held the Monday after a meeting 
day falling on a legal holiday. It was 
referred to the committee on rules. 


Mr. Wills introduced an order provid- 


ing that the police be required to ring 
From the alarm boxes every half hour 
from 9 p. m. to 6 a. m. Mr. Mort gave a 
very good reason why the order should 
not pass, showing that it was impossible 
for the police, with the present force, to 
comply with its demand. The order was 
referred to the police committee. 


The Sidepath league petition was al- 


lowed. 


Mr. Hamer introduced an order on his 


hobby, providing that the executive offi- 
cers come before the council when de- 
manded, Mr, Barnard amended that the 
order be referred to the committee on 
rules. Mr, Hamer talked at length and 
charged the school board with serious 
mistakes of office as an example why 
officers should come before the council 
and explain. Mr. Perry had considerable 
to say, and the whole thing tired Mr. 
Whitaker, who, almost too weary to rise> 
pleaded for »he doing of business in order. 


The chairman exclaimed "What can I 


do?" and while everybody laughed every- 
body sympathized, 


Mr. Wilkinson made a strong speech in 


favor of the order being referred. His 
speech contained some cutting truths for 
the council growlers and held the council 
unanimously to a right mind. The vote 
to refer the order was carried unani 
mously.

and a hearing will be given in October. A 
joint convention of the city council and 
school committee will be held the 24th at 
7.30 o'clock to elect a successor to Rev. A. 
B. Chureh. Mr. Hamer moved an order 
to instruct the mayor to enforce the 
agreement between the city-and the elec- 
tric railroad with reference to seating 
capacity and good accommodations, Mr. 
Hamer talked long and strong and Mr. 
Sykes said they had trouble at the west 
end. The order was carried. The survey 
of the AdamB road was ordered. The pav- 
ing of Church street as recommended was 
referred to the committee on streets, the 
committee to report at an adjourned 
meeting at 7.30 o'clock next Monday 
night. The council then adjourned after 
aa strong and unsatisfactory a meeting as 
is contained in its history.

from the instructed officers was read 
which shows that at least a street, hard 
rolled and tied to the earth will not be 
carried off in the night by dishonebt peo- 
ple, save one, or two. The report lets 
the people eee that Marshall street is 
wider than it was ever intended to be and 
that whatever enroachments there are on 
Main street were made half a century ago, 
in the grand old days when every man 
didn't suspect his neighbor. 
Perhaps 


Main street is private property today and 
some councilman may find in his distin- 
guished lineage an heir to the thorough- 
fare. The report. 
To the Honorable President and Members 


of the City Council: 


GENTLEAIEN—The undersigned, who 


were instructed to ascertain what the 
lawiul width of Main and West Main 
streets are from State street to Brown 
street, and if any of the abutters have en. 
croached on the same, also to ascertain 
the lawful width of Marshall street from 
Main to Center and if any of the abntters 
have encroached on the same, and report 
to the city council, beg leave to report as 
follows: The only record of the laying 
out of Main street is found in a report of 
Simon Larned and others, a committee 
appointed by the County court to lay out 
a private turnpike,known as tlio Williams- 
town turnpike road, made in 1801. This 
road was to be four rods wide. Whether 
such road was ever legally laid out and 
accepted as such turnpike, we are unable 
to say. This turnpike was intended to 
run from the end of White's turnpike 
load, on Hoosac mountain to the meeting 
house in Williamstown. The monuments 
given in that report were long since.de- 
stroyed, but as near as can be ascertained 
the present north line of Main street from 
the Wilson house to the river is the same 
aa it was in 1S01. Main street is more 
than four rods wide opposite the Wilaon 
house but the bouth line of the street 
west of State street narrows in towards 
the north as it approaches the bridge. 
This has existed 
for 
nearly 
100 


years 
according to the opinion of F. 


E. Locke, civil engineer, who has- thor- 
oughly investigated the matter. 
This 


is shown on a plan made by borne one, 
whose name we are unable to give, in 1S40 
and on a plan made by Thomas and John 
Slator in 1S53 and by plan made by F. P. 
Brown in 1865. The lines of Main street 
from the Wilson house to the river are 
now as they existed 50 years ago and can- 
not be changed. Beyond the bridge it 
does not seem that the street was ever 
four rods wide and we do not think it has 
been encroached upr>n to any «xtent. It 
wonJd be-well nigh impossible to deter- 
mine just where the linos of the street 
should rightfully be. 


Marshall street was originally laid out 


as aa a two rod road. Some years a go the 
Arnold print works and afterwards the 
Sampson Manufacturing company took 
down their Jences and added 12 feet to 
the width of tlio road north of Center 
street. 
The width of Marshall street 


from Center to Mam is now a trifle wider 
than two rods, so that none of the abut- 
ters have encroached upon it,
